3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000)  for  sidewalk  construction  and  repair  and 
pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars ($5,000)  to  pay  for  breaking  roads  and  pass  any 
other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  to  be  expended  on  Charles  Street,  so- 
called,  and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  relative  there- 
to. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  to  be  expended  on  the  highway  leading 
from  Milton  Mills  Village  to  Wakefield  town  line, 
known  as  Jug  Hill  Road,  and  pass  any  other  vote  or 
votes  relative  thereto. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  of  the  Class  II  road  known  as  Union  to 
Farmington  Road  or  Berry  Hill  Road,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  one  hundred  eighty-seven  dollars 
($2,187)  ;  or  will  accept  State  Aid  for  construction  of 
Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside 
for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  four  hundred  eighty-nine 
dollars  and  one  cent  ($489.01). 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  seven  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($750)  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  ensuing  year  and  pass  any  other 
vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  pay 
the  First  and  Second  Engineers  and  Firemen  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amount  allowed  by  law;  to  see  how  much 
per  hour  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  Engineers  and 
Firemen  while  fighting  fires  and  pass  any  other  vote 
or  votes  relative  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000)  for  the  maintenance  of  street  lights 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200)  for  the  benefit  of  the  Free  Public  Libra- 
ry at  Milton  Mills  and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes 
relative  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
fifty  dollars   ($150)   for  Memorial  Day  expenses. 

13.  By  petition  of  Chris  H.  Tibbetts  and  twenty- 
nine  others:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State 
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Aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  highway 
leading  from  Farmington  to  the  Middleton  town  line. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  to  pay  town  charges  and  ex- 
penses and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  for  the  improvements  and  maintenance 
of  the  lots  in  front  of  the  station  and  pass  any  other 
vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  on  notes  of  the  town  a  sum  of  money  neces- 
sary for  the  current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  the 
taxes  of  1938  and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  rela- 
tive thereto. 

17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  real  estate  taken  over  by  the  town  for  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  necessary  to  obtain  W.  P.  A.  Projects 
and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  to  be  expended  on  the  highway  leading 
from  the  Town  House  toward  "New  Bridge",  so-called, 
and  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  advance  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds, 
money  necessary  to  pay  current  expenses  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue,  said  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  the  same  to  be  returned  not 
later  than  January  thirty-first  of  the  following  year. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
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dollars   ($25.00)   to  assist  the  Garden  Club  of  Milton 
Mills  for  improvement  and  maintenance  of  Street  plots. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  land  or  material  purchased 
from  the  Maine  Sand  and  Gravel  Company,  Inc.,  when 
it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  town,  and  pass  any 
other  vote  or  votes  relative  thereto. 

23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  for  maintenance  of  hydrants  in  the 
Milton  Fire  Precinct. 

24.  By  Oscar  G.  Moorehouse  Post  No.  61,  Ameri- 
can Legion:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  consider 
the  purchase  of  a  bronze  tablet  with  the  names  of  the 
World  War  veterans,  on  the  town  records,  inscribed 
thereon,  appoint  a  committee  for  same  to  report  on  or 
before  the  next  annual  meeting. 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate an  additional  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300)  to  move  and  repair  the  crusher  plant. 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  a  by-law,  in 
accordance  with  Section  30  of  Chapter  42  of  the  Public 
Laws,  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  public  dances  and  as- 
semblies. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
tractor  and  snow  plow,  raise  and  appropriate  or  hire 
on  notes  of  the  town  an  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  pay  for  said  tractor  and  snow  plow. 

28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  motion 
pictures  and  vaudeville  performances  on  the  Lord's 
Day,  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  1931  and  amend- 
ments thereto. 

29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate  the   sum   of  three   hundred   dollars    ($300) 
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to  be  expended  on  private  roads  leading  from  New 
Bridge  Road  to  cottages. 

30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  one  hundred  forty-five  dollars 
($145)  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  mat- 
ter calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  ad- 
vantages of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
towns  in  the  Lakes  Region.

Report  of  Chief  Engineer  of 
Fire  Department 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Milton: 

In  rendering  my  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  year  ending  January  1,  1938,  I  would  state  that  we 
were  very  fortunate  in  having  only  one  bad  fire  during 
the  year,  which  was  in  the  A.  0.  U.  W.  block. 

This  department  has  responded  to  fourteen  chim- 
ney fires,  one  tar  fire,  two  automobiles,  three  grass 
fires,  and  two  where  buildings  were  involved.  The 
amount  of  property  involved  in  fires  is  as  follows :

Insurance  on  same,  5,000  00 

Losses   paid,  2,351  75 

Value  of  contents,  1,000  00

I  recommend  that  an  inhalator  be  purchased  for 
use  of  the  Fire  Department  as  on  two  occasions  we  had 
to  ask  aid  from  Rochester  for  the  use  of  theirs,  and  in 
a  time  like  this  minutes  are  very  valuable.  In  behalf 
of  the  department  I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  all  who  have  cooperated 
so  willingly  in  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Milton  Fire  District 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Milton : 

The  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1938,  covers  the 
first  year  of  operation  of  the  new  water  supply  system. 
The  financial  results  of  the  year's  operation  are  shown 
in  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  District.  The  op- 
eration of  the  system  resulted  in  a  net  profit  of  $411.85 
as  shown  by  the  income  statement.  There  was  a  net 
profit  of  $411.27  in  the  preceding  year  ending  January 
31,  1937.  This  means  that  since  the  system  started 
operation  there  has  been  $823.12  added  to  the  Profit 
and  Loss  account.  This  has  occurred  because  of  the 
fact  that  income  from  the  yearly  appropriations  for 
hydrant  rental,  precinct  tax  and  commercial  sale  of 
water  has  exceeded  the  cost  of  operating  the  system. 

The  P.  W.  A.  project  construction  work  was  com- 
pleted and  all  accounts  connected  therewith  have  been 
closed. 

New  construction  independent  of  the  P.  W.  A.  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  due  to  the  application 
for  new  services.  During  the  past  fiscal  year  23  new 
service  connections  have  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $810.39. 
One  new  meter  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  $12.00.  A 
368-foot  extension  of  the  six-inch  main  was  made  on  the 
Farmington  Road,  and  one  additional  hydrant  set,  at 
a  cost  of  $657.05.  The  contractor  on  the  P.  W.  A. 
project  left  one  extra  hydrant  as  a  spare  and  this  was 
used  for  the  Farmington  Road  job.  The  total  cost  of 
this  new  construction  totals  $1,479.44  and  was  paid  for 
partly  by  using  the  profit  from  operations  mentioned 
in  the  first  paragraph  and  partly  by  raising  $800.00  on 
notes  to  the  Farmington  National  Bank.  This  new 
construction,  costing  $1,479.44,  will  result  in  increased 
revenue  of  $271.44  or  an  average  of  $11.80  per  serv- 
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ice  based  on  the  actual  specified  rates  in  the  appli- 
cations. The  cost  of  supplying  the  extra  water  and 
collecting  the  water  rents  will  be  approximately  $44.60 
based  on  the  average  costs  for  the  whole  system. 
This  leaves  a  net  income  of  $226.84  which  is  a  re- 
turn of  about  15  per  cent  on  the  investment.  The 
Commissioners  believe  it  to  be  good  business  judg- 
ment to  install  services  just  as  rapidly  as  possible 
whenever  applications  are  made  if  the  prospective  in- 
come will  show  a  fair  return  on  the  investment.  In 
this  matter  of  service  extensions  there  are  undoubtedly 
some  individual  services  the  cost  of  which  was  higher 
than  the  prospective  income  would  justify.  In  con- 
sidering such  cases  the  Commissioners  have  acted  on 
the  principle  that  as  long  as  the  whole  group  shows  a 
good  average  return  the  high  cost  individual  services 
should  be  installed.  Such  installations  are  an  asset 
to  the  general  health  of  the  District  and  will  probably 
result  in  indirect  savings  in  doctor's  bills  and  possibly 
in  relief  expenses. 

In  the  coming  year  there  will  probably  be  a  few 
more  applications  for  services  but  probably  not  so 
many  as  last  year.  It  is  recommended  that  if  applica- 
tions are  received  that  they  be  installed.  The  cost  of 
such  installations  would  undoubtedly  have  to  be  paid 
for  by  raising  money  on  short  term  notes.  Such  notes 
could  be  paid  off  in  one  year  or  spread  over  a  period 
of  several  years.  The  latter  course  would  avoid  the 
necessity  for  an  extra  high  precinct  tax  in  any  one  year. 

In  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  redeem 
the  first  $1,500.00  of  the  District's  bond  issue.  In 
order  to  cover  this  payment  the  Commissioners  have 
inserted  an  article  in  the  District's  warrant  to  see  what 
amount  the  District  will  raise  for  this  purpose. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bond 
issue  and  the  running  expenses  of  the  District  during 
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the  coming  year.     These  expenses  have  been  estimated 
as  shown  in  the  following  budget :

Financial  Report  of  the  Milton 
Fire  District 


To  the  Commissioners  and  Voters  of  Milton  Fire  Dis- 
trict : 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
by  Section  1  of  Chapter  153  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1935,  has  provided  as  follows: 

"Any  city,  town,  or  village  district  owning,  oper- 
ating or  managing  any  plant  or  equipment,  or  any  part 
of  the  same,  for  the  manufacture  or  furnishing  of  light, 
heat,  power,  or  water  for  the  public,  or  engaged  in  the 
generation,  transmission,  or  sale  of  electricity  or  gas 
ultimately  sold  to  the  public,  shall  be  subject  to  all  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 
set  forth  in  Chapter  240,  Sections  7  through  18,  inclu- 
sive." 

Sections  7  through  18  of  Chapter  240  of  the  Public 
Laws  referred  to  above  authorize  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  estab- 
lish a  system  of  accounts  for  public  utilities  operating 
within  this  State  and  to  require  the  submission  of  peri- 
odic reports  setting  forth  such  statistics  and  facts  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Commission. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  the  above  mentioned 
law  the  Public  Service  Commission  issued  its  Order 
No.  3013  as  follows : 

"Ordered,  pursuant  to  Section  1,  Chapter  153, 
Laws  of  1935,  that  municipal  electric  and  water  utili- 
ties shall  keep  systems  of  accounts  and  records  and 
make  reports  to  this  Commission  as  prescribed  and 
set  forth  in  the  pamphlets  entitled  'Regulations  for 
Keeping  of  Accounts  and  Filing  of  Annual  Reports 
by   Municipal    Water   Systems,    effective    January    1, 
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1936/  which  pamphlets  are  hereby  made  a  part  of  this 
order,  and  it  is  further  ordered  that  said  regulations 
shall  become  effective  as  of  January  1,  1936. 

By  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  New 
Hampshire  this  seventeenth  day  of  February,  1936.

Secretary." 

The  Milton  Fire  District  has  been  notified  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  that  having  commenced  to 
engage  in  the  supplying  of  water  it  becomes  subject 
to  the  above-mentioned  regulations.  The  Commission 
has  furnished  us  with  their  book  of  Uniform  Classifica- 
tion of  Accounts  for  Water  Utilities  and  with  blank 
forms  upon  which  to  make  reports. 

These  accounting  regulations  specify  in  great  de- 
tail exactly  how  the  accounts  shall  be  kept.  They 
specify  that  accounts  shall  be  kept  by  the  double  entry 
method  of  bookkeeping.  The  accounts  are  similar  to 
those  kept  by  all  large  business  organizations  and  are 
designed  to  accurately  show  the  financial  condition  of 
the  District. 

The  Milton  Fire  District  also  is  required  to  make 
annual  reports  to  the  State  Tax  Commission.  These 
reports  are  similar  to  but  not  exactly  like  the  reports 
required  by  the  Public  Service  Commission.  The  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  reports  are  on  an  accrual  basis 
and  the  Tax  Commission  reports  are  on  a  cash  basis. 
Each  Commission  has  its  own  form  of  report  and  while 
they  mean  the  same  in  the  end,  it  is  difficult  to  compare 
one  with  the  other  without  doing  considerable  rear- 
ranging of  the  accounts. 

The  financial  reports  to  each  Commission  are 
shown  in  the  following  tables.  It  will  be  noted  that 
in  the  Public  Service  Commission  Income  Statement 
only  the  financial  results  due  to  the  actual  operation 
of  the  water  system  are  shown.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Milton  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

This  is  the  fourth  annual  report  which  I  have  had 
the  honor  to  make.  The  usual  statistics  are  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1937. 

The  only  change  in  teachers  since  the  last  report 
is  at  Milton  Mills.  Three  rooms  have  been  consoli- 
dated into  two,  and  Mrs.  Manora  Clayton  released  be- 
cause of  illness.  The  School  Board  has  saved  expenses 
for  the  District  by  combining  transportation  routes 
wherever  possible.  The  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the 
town,  as  a  whole,  is  about  the  same,  208,  exclusive  of 
the  Nute  High  School.  These  figures  compare  with 
223  for  last  year  and  195  for  1935-36.  Before  the  end 
of  the  year  the  total  attendance  will  probably  exceed 
that  of  1936-37.  Nute  High  School  has  registered  76. 
The  increase  here  has  been  largely  in  tuition  pupils.  I 
call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Headmaster. 

We  are  carrying  on  the  same  testing  program  this 
year.  In  October  the  Detroit  First  Grade  Intelligence 
Test  was  given  to  the  beginning  pupils  and  the  Otis 
Group  Intelligence  Test  to  the  eighth  grade.  The 
Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  are  given  in  the 
middle  of  the  year  in  grades  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  and  the 
Standard  Graduation  Tests  will  be  given  to  the  eighth 
grade  in  June.  The  Achievement  Tests  of  last  year 
gave  satisfactory  results  in  everything  except  Vocabu- 
lary. Our  pupils  need  to  do  more  reading  of  good 
literature,  outside  as  well  as  inside  school. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  the 
Woman's  Club  is  furnishing  free  milk,  25  bottles  a  day, 
to  the  undernourished  pupils  at  Milton  Village  and  as 
many  more  bottles  are  being  purchased  by  parents. 

Last  June  the  Oscar  Moorehouse  Post,  American 
Legion  medals  were  awarded  to  Maurice  Fletcher  of 
Milton  Mills  and  Emily  Casey  of  Milton.     Miss  Casey 
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also  received  the  highest  mark  of  any  pupil   in  my 
Union  in  the  Standard  Graduation  Tests. 

During  the  summer  septic  tanks  were  installed  at 
the  Nute  Ridge  School  and  they  are  giving  good  satis- 
faction. No  longer  do  the  pupils  have  to  go  to  outside 
toilets  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  When  this  building 
has  been  painted  inside  and  out  it  will  be  a  very  ac- 
ceptable rural  school.  We  continue  to  transport  the 
pupils  of  grade  eight  to  the  Village.  The  attendance 
record  for  the  District  is  very  commendable  and  the 
tardy  marks  have  still  further  decreased.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF 
NUTE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Nute  High  School  which  opened  its  forty-seventh  year 
on  September  7th  with  an  enrollment  of  74  pupils. 
Transfers  and  withdrawals  have  reduced  the  registra- 
tion until  at  present  there  are  69  pupils  divided  as 
follows:  Post  Graduates,  2;  Seniors,  12;  Juniors,  9; 
Sophomores,  19;  Freshmen,  27. 

Three  new  subjects  have  been  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum. They  are:  Trigonometry,  Solid  Geometry 
and  Plane  Geometry.  We  have  continued  the  use  of 
our  "Activities  Period"  which  is  used  for  the  various 
class  and  school  extra-curricular  activities  as  well  as 
for  the  teaching  of  the  fundamentals.  We  feel  that 
the  time  spent  in  teaching  the  fundamentals  has  been 
a  big  help  to  our  pupils.  This  is  partially  shown  by 
the  results  of  a  series  of  tests  in  fundamentals  given 
to  members  of  the  senior  classes  in  all  the  high  schools 
of  the  state,  during  the  spring  of  1937,  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  Our  school  was  above  the 
state  median  in  all  of  these  tests  as  well  as  being  state 
high  in  one. 

New  equipment  which  has  been  purchased  this 
year  includes  the  following:  A  complete  set  of  appara- 
tus for  the  physics  laboratory,  one  Underwood  type- 
writer for  the  commercial  department  and  five  new 
desks  for  the  English  room.  New  text  books  were 
purchased  for  the  following  courses:  Physics,  History 
of  Civilization,  English  I,  English  II,  French  I,  French 
II  and  Plane  Geometry. 
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Members  of  the  school  have  been  weighed  and  had 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  ears,  eyes,  throat  and 
nose  by  our  school  nurse,  Miss  Marion  Northway,  R.  N. 

The  attendance  has  been  excellent,  the  average 
attendance  to  date  being  better  than  95  per  cent. 

Much  effort  has  been  devoted  this  year  to  the  or- 
ganization of  extra-curricular  activities.  To  date  we 
have  made  arrangements  for  the  organization  of  the 
following  activities:  Grammar  School  Boys'  Basket- 
ball, Grammar  School  Girls'  Basketball,  Boy  Scouts' 
Basketball,  High  School  Class  Basketball,  Glee  Club 
and  Radio  Club.  It  is  expected  that  still  other  activi- 
ties will  be  organized  before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
We  feel  that  these  activities  will  be  a  real  benefit  to 
the  young  people  in  this  community  in  as  much  as  they 
make  opportunity  for  profitable  and  desirable  use  of 
leisure  time. 

The  many  helpful  suggestions  of  our  Superinten- 
dent have  been  beneficial  to  the  school  and  staff.
